ANTARUTIC LANDS 


Lieut. Filchner Cables That Ex- 
pedition Lasting 15 Months 
Has Been Most Successful.

Competed With Amundsen, Scott 
and the Japanese and 
Australian Expeditions.

BERLIN, Jan. 7. Wilhelm 
Filchner, the German Antarctic ex- 
plorer, returned with his expedition 
today to Buenos Ayres after an ab- 
sence of 15 months in the southern 
seas. 

Lieut. Filchner cables from Buenos 
Ayres that the expedition has been 
most successful. He discovered new 
land, which he named Prince Regent 
Luitpold Land, and also an ice bar- 
rier which he named Kaiser’ Wil- 
helm II. 

Lieut. Filchner’s intention was to 
learn if possible the ¢haracter of the 
land in the Antarctic circle and 
whether it was really a continent or 
consisted of islands divided by fro- 
zen arms of the sea. 

His vessel was equipped with wire- 
less telegraph apparatus. He used 
hardy Khirgiz ponies for work on 
the ice and the expedition was also 
provided with motor sleds. He was 
to follow the route marked out by 
Sir Ernest Shackleton and to form a 
depot at the half way point to 
Shackleton’s winter quarters, 





Lieut. Filchner was the German rep- 
resentative in 1911 of the five nations 
which engaged in a.race to the 
Pole, which eventually was won by ths 
Norwegian, Capt. Roald Amundsen. The 
others were Capt. Robert F. Scott, an 
Englishman, who, at first, was reported 
to have reached the goal; Lieut. Shirase, 
a Japanese, who, with his foliowers, 
swore to commit hari-Kari if they failed, 


and Dr. Douglas Mawson, who headed 
an Australian expedition. 
The expedition of Lieut. Filchner 


sailed from Hamburg May 4, 1911, on the 
Deutschland, touched at Buenos Ayres 
and sailed from there Oct. 6, 1911. Filch- 
ner hoped to cross Wendell Seta, “which 
‘is south of the Atta ntioy grt:

land further south.

ASTORIA, Ore., Jan, 7.—The oil 
steamer Rosecrans went ashore.on Pea- 
cock Spit early today and sank with 33 
of its crew of % men. A 55mile gale 
blew a terrific sea, and when two tug- 
boats and a life-saving crew appeared 
in view of the vessel at 11 a. m. her 
hull had sunk from sight and three men 


were clinging to a topmast which pro- 
jected above the waves. It was  be- 
lieved all the others had perished, and 
it seemed impossible to rescue the three 
men. 
The Rosecrans, owned by the Asso- 
ciated Oil Co. had been an ill-fated ves- 
sel. While taking on oil at Gaviota 
Aug. 27, 1912, she caught fire and was 
burned to the water’s edge. March 122 
last year, she was driven on the rocks 
at Gaviota and two of her crew were 
lost. 
Built at Glasgow in 1883, the Rosecrans 
was 335 feet long and registered 2976 
tons gross. She eicmmnd was an army 
transport.

Co. it was said the vessel carried a crew 
of 3 and was valued with her cargo at 
about $200,000.

Following the announcement Tuesday 
by A. A. B. Woerheide that he had for- 
warded his resignation as president and 
member of the St. Louis Police Board 
to Gov. Hadley, the Governor announced 
in Jefferson City Monday that Hobart 
Brinsmade had also sent in his resigna- 
tion. 

Both Woerheide and Brinsmade, ac- 
cording to a press dispatch from Jeffer- 
son City, have at the request of Gov.- 
elect Major consented to serve until 
their successors can be appointed and 
confirmed. 


Woerheide’s resignation was sent to 


Gov. Hadley six months ago, but the 
Governor refused to accept it. The Gov- 
ernor said that Woerheide was an ef- 
ficient member of the board and he did 
not wish to lose him. 

Woerheide Progressive: ‘ 

After his appointment as Police C.m- 
missioner Woerheide joined tthe Pro- 
gressive party, while Gov. Hadley re- 
mained loyal to the Republican party. 

Governor-elect Major says hé has not 
decided whom he will appoint to succeed 
Woerheide and Brinsmade. As Woer- 
heide was not appointed until after the 
last session of the Legislature, he has 
not been confirmed by the Senate. 

Woerheide said he resigned because 
he could not afford to give his time to 
the police work any longer. As Police 
Commissioner, Woerheide had given 
much attention to the affairs of the de- 
partment, both at the board rooms and 
in his office. His administration of 
the duties is said by those familiar 
with the department to have been ab- 
solutely nonpartisan. 

There are many St. Louisans dis- 
cussed as probable selections of Gov.- 
elect Mafor to succeed Woerheide and 
Brinsmade. Among- them are Joseph L. 
Griswold, proprietor of the Laclede Ho- 
tel; John C. Roberts, shoe manufactur- 
er; former Councilman Frank P. Crun- 
den, and “Jack”? Sheahan, an under- 
taker. 

Sheehan was associated with William 
J. Brennan in the Major primary cam- 
paign in St. Louis. Brennan was one 
of the few committeemen who supported 
Major in the primary, and with Shea- 
han’s aid made a showing for him in 
his ward. 


KILLED BY BULLET FIRED 
20 YEARS AGO, IT IS SAID 


Texan Uses Dynamite to Split 
Tree Into Which Jilted Girl 
Suicide’s. Brother Sent Ball. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan. 7.—Henry 
Ziegland, a wealthy young farmer, jilted 
Matilda Tichnor of Honey Grove’ on the 
eve of their wedding 2 years ago, says 
a story sent from that town, without 
affidavits. Broken-hearted, she _ re- 
turned to her home and killed herself. 
Her brother, Philp, visited Ziegland, de- 
nounced him and then fired at him. His 
aim was poor. The bullep grazed Zieg- 
land’s cheek and entered a tree. Tich- 
nor thought he had killed Ziegland and 
killed himself. Later Ziegland married 
a wealthy widow. 

Ziegland and one of his sons cut down 
a tree yesterday. It was too tough to 
split. with an ax and a charge of dyna- 
mite was used. With the sound of the 
explosion, Ziegland fell, mortally wound.- 
ed. Examination showed a bullet had 
penetrated his skull, blown by dyna- 
mite. . 

Just before he died, Ziegland told his 
son of the bullet in the tree. The son 
found this was the same tree into which 
Philip Tichnor’s bullet had gone.

HOTEL, SORRY SHE 
DID NOT KILL HIM 


Mrs. Maude Stookey Declares 
T. Edgar Moore Courted Her, 
Then Cast Her Off. 


HIS CONDITION SERIOUS 


He Is Wounded Twice in Head 
When She Fires at Him in 
New Barnum Parlor. 


While T. Edgar Moore, a stearn fitter, 
lay at the city hospital Tuesday in a 
serious condition from two bullet wounds 
in the head, Mrs. Maude Stookey of 

A St. Louis avenue, who did the 
hooting in the parlor of the New Bar- 
num Hotel at Sixth stret and Washing- 
ton avenue, Monday evening, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at police head- 
quarters she was sorry her aim had not 
been deadly. 

She declared Moore had led her astray 
ané@ then cast her off and treated her 
with brutality. Mrs. Stookey is 29 years 
old. She has been separated zince 1908 
from George Stookey, to whom she was 
married in 1904 She has not been 
divorced. 

Moore is 3% years old. His wife died 
ebout five months ago, according to Mrs. 
Stookey, and he has a son, 3 years old, 
who lives with relatives at Mount Ver- 
non, Ill. 

Hegards Wounds Lightly. 

Mrs. Stookey fired twice at Moore and 
both bullets took effect in his head, frac- 
turing the skull. The hospital physi- 
clans pronounce the wounds dangervuus, 
but Moore affects to regard them lightly. 

Mrs. Stookey said Moore was intro- 
duced to her by a friend last February, 
when she was living with her mother, 
Mrs. Mary Chapman, in East St. Louis. 
Moore exerted a strange influence over 
her from the first, she said, and a short 
time later she got work in St. Louis and 
went to live with him at 38559 Lindell ave- 
nue as his wife. Three months ago, she 
raid, he told her to go back to Bast St. 
Louis, promising to join her over there 
ond work at his trade. He failed to do 
so, she asserted. 

She Became Infurtated. 

f While they were living in 8t. Louis, 
she said, she supported Stookey a great 
deal of the time by working as a seam- 
stress in a department store. Once 
when they were in need of money, she 
sold a lot of her winter clothing, she 
declared. 

After her return to East St. Louis, 
Moore treated her with great contempt

When 
she replied that she cou'd not get there 
80 soon, he answered: “Well, if you 
can’t get there by 6:30 you needn’t come 
at all,’’ she said. 

She arrived at the hotel about 6:26, 
met Moore in the hotel parlor, and 
he immediately began speaking to her 
in tones of contempt, she said. 

*“T had expected. or rather had feared 
such treatment,”’ said Mrs. Stookey to 
reporters, ‘‘so I had slipped the revolver 
into my hand bag. When Moore finally 
ordered me out of his sight and told 
me he never wanted to see me again, I 
arose, walked toward the door and 
Legan shooting. He was sitting in a 
rocking chair and I aimed at his ab- 
domen, but he crouched and got both 
bullets in the head. I was preparing to 
fire a third shot when he rushed upon 
me, took the revolver away from me and 
ied me to the office.’’ 

Mrs. Stookey declared that Moore 
taunted her with the remark: “You 
should have used an automatic revolver. 
These old-style guns are no good for 
this day.’’ 

Moore told a reporter at the hospital 
that he had never been married and had 
known Mrs. Stookey only three months. 
He said he could not imagine why she 
shot him. He never lived with the wom- 
an, he said, but was merely her friend.

ALL AND EARLY 
N FREAK 
WEATHER RECORD 


Precedents for Many Years Set 
Aside by Clear Skies and 
Lack of Rain. 


St. Louis’ first real winter Monday 
and Tuesday follows close upon one of 
the most remarkable seasons recorded 
here since the Weather Bureau began 
keeping records in St. Louis, 42 years 
ago. 

Visitors to the city In the last two 
months have marveled at the mildness 
of our ‘‘winter,”’ and well they might. 
Only eight of the 42 Novembers and 10 
of the 42 Decembers had temperature 
records as high as the last two months 
of 1912. 

The two months together had more 
clear days than any other November- 
December period in the history of the 
local bureau. November, as far 4s 
temperatures go, virtually was an Oc- 
tober, while December, reckoned as the 
firat month of winter, was merely a 
continuation of autumn. 


Average Above Normal. 
The mean, or average, temperature for 


November was 74.4 degrees and for De- 
cember 38.6 degrees. The normal tem- 
peratures for the two months in St. 
Louis are 43.4 and 3.5 degrees, respect- 
ively. There were 2 clear days in No- 
vember and 16 in December. The near- 
est approach to this record was in 1891, 
when November had 10 clear days and 
December 19. Another good record was 
in 1901, when there were ® clear days 
in November and 6 in December. 

Few two-month periods show a great- 
er deficiency of precipitation than Nov. 
5. 1912, to Jan. 5, 1913. Although the pre- 
cipitation on Nov. 5 was 1.42 inches, the 
total for the month was only 1.76 inches 
and for two months referred to only .76 
of one inch. 

In August and September, 1897, the 
precipitation was .76 of an inch and in 
September and October of that year it 
was only .4l1 of an inch. August, Sep- 
tember and October of 1912, however, 
established a dry weather record for a 
three-month period. The precipitation 
was only 1.6. 

The year 1912 was remarkable through- 
out from a climatic standpoint. It be- 
gan with a severity in marked contrast 
to the closing, with the ratio of the 
seasons taken fully into consideration, 
and several of the months had mean 
temperatures below the normal. a 

In January the mean temperature was 
10 degrees below normal, in February

HYDROPHOBIA IN ST. LOUIS. 

“The number of hydrophobia cases in _ S5St. 
Louis,” says Dr. Harris, city bacteriologist, ‘‘has 
increased 600 per cent in the last two years, and 
is now rapidly increasing. If drastic measures 
are not taken there will be approximately 500 


persons bitten by mad dogs in the present year.” 


In the past few days many persons, principally 
children, have been bitten by dogs shown to have 
rabies, and an “emergency” certainly exists with- 
in the meaning of the ordinance which permits 
the Board of Health to command that al] dogs, 
whether licensed or not, be kept shut up by their 
owners or muzzled. It is to be hoped that this 
order will be issued by the Board at this week’s 
meeting, and further that the Board will request 
the Chief of Police to order all stray dogs shot. 

Independently of the city ordinances, the power 


of the Board to act in emergencies of any kind 


which threaten the life or health of the com- 
munity is unquestioned. The police department 
should co-operate to the fullest possible extent 
ins executing the orders. 

There is but ore way to check and eradicate 
hydrophobia and that is to kill the mad dogs. 
The time to deal with the mad dog menace is 
now.

St. Louis admires the public spirit of Mr. Busch 
and mumerous other citizens, but the public has 
some spirit of its own. St. Louis is not looking 
for @ municipal benefactor, or for “help” from pri- 
vate sources; nor is it disposed to regard its just 
dues as philanthropies. 
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THE TEST OF AMERICAN HONOR. 
President Taft voiced the highest American 
conscience when he declared that he would favor 
the canal tolls dispute to arbitra- 
tion.

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| A PROGRAM OF LEGISLATION. 

For the first time in eight years the Demo 
cratic party is in complete control of the gov- 
ernment of Missouri in all its branches. 

The responsibility for legislation and for the 
enforcement of the law rests wholly with the 
new Sagano administration. 

v. Major and his associates in the admin- 
cal should take warning from the past. 
The Democratic party lost the State of Missouri 
because it alliéd itself with special interests; be 
cause it neglected public interests; because its 
office holders were more solicitous to build up 
the party organization, to strengthen the m@# 
chine and to do the bidding of party bosses, than 
to respond to the public demand for reforms and 
to conserve the interests of the people. 

The Democratic party lost the city of St. Louis 
chiefly because it refused the just demands of 
the city for a sound measure of home rule which 
would give the community control of its election, 
police and excise offices, and because the State 
Democratic organization used these offices to 


‘| bufld up a elty machine at the expense of the 


community and in defiance of its wishes. 

Although the administration of State con- 
trolled offices in St. Louis has been better within 
the last eight years than it was previous to that 
period, the people of the city resent the failure 
of the Hadley administration to fulfill its pledges 
to give St. Louis home rule. 

Apart from the question of home rule, the de- 
sire of the people of St. Louis for reform legisla- 
tion on other important lines has been denied. 
We have been unable to get our courts reorgan- 
ized and judicial procedure reformed. 

Outside of St. Louis, the whole State of Mis- 
souri has suffered from antiquated laws. An 
overwhelming majority of the people demand pro- 
gressive legislation which will place Missouri 
abreast of the most advanced states of the 
Union, in laws governing the control of corpora- 
tions, especially public service companies, and 
the regulation of industrial conditions. 

The Major administration is pledged to progres- 
sive legislation. Specific pledges have been 
given im regard to legislative measures of special 
Among the vital subjects requiring 
wise legislation are the following seven main 
topics: 

(1) Legislation affecting St. Louis: 

(a) A complete home rule bi; placing 
the control of election, police and excise of- 
fices in the hands of the people af St, Louis, 
modified only by the power of removal for 
dereliction in office, vested in the Governor. 

(b) An adequate municipal law providing 
for direct primary elections, placing the con- 
trol of the election machinery in the hands 
of the election “ commissioners. It should 
be passed in the shortest possible time, with 
an emergency clause, in order that it may be 
available for the spring elections. 

(c) A law reorganizing the St. Louis courts 
and reforming judicial procedure. 

(d4) A law substituting a salary for the 
fee basis of compensation in the office of 
Public Administrator, and more clearly de- 
fining his powers and duties. 

(e) Legislation enabling the Board of 
Freeholders for:Charter Revision to submit 
the charter by sections to the voters, and to 
enable the city to provide funds for large 
improvement plans, 

2. The creation of a State Public Utility Com- 
mission, with power to fix rates and regulate the 


public service corporations, ( 
3. Tax reform, including legislation providing 


for the equitable assessment of all taxable prop- 
erty in the State; and the submission of a constitu- 
tional amendment creating a Tax Commission. 

4. An adequate workingmen’s compensation 
law. 

5. The reform of court procedure throughout 
the State, by simplifying practice and the elimina- 
tion of useless technicalities, unnecessary appeals, 
and other methods of delay, 

6. A resolution to submit an equal suffrage 
constitutional amendment to the voters at the 
next election. 

7. The creation of a Charities Commission, with 
full power to supervise and regulate all eleemosyn- 
ary institutions. 

Other minor subjects of less importance may 
come up before the close of the legislative ses- 
sion, but these embrace the vital needs of the 
State and city.

Former Attorney-General Crow has scored first 
blood in the Terminal fight to nullify the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court dis- 
solving the monopoly combine and abolishing 
the arbitrary. The four former Circuit Judges 
and not Judge Trieber will write the decree. 
The St. Louis-throttling monopoly is dying 
hard, but it is dying. The end is in sight.

GROSSMAN’S SCHOOL BOARD ARGUMENT 

The contention of lawyer Grossman that, be- 
cause the School Board is a corporate body and 
an integral part of the State, its members cannot 
be held responsible for the safety of the children 
under their care, would mean that the public has 
no recourse against the board's neglect or refusal 
tu obey the law with regard tg safety appliances 
against fire or other disasters. There are about 
1500 boards of education, controlling the public 
schools in as many American cities. Can all 
these bodies be absolved from responsibility for 
the safety of the children on the ground that a 
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school board, being part of the local or state 
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| government like a proverbial king, can do no 


— nor be held accountable to anyone? 

As for the argument that there is no more re» 
son for putting fire escapes on school buildings 
than on the State capitol or the city hall, if these 
last named buildings need fire escapes, they 
should have them. The first requisite for any 
government, state or local, in the duty of caring 
for the public safety, is to make provision for 
the safety of public servants, The argument 
for fire escapes on the schools applies to every 
building in the State, public or private, where 
such escapes are evidently needed. 
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A rural mai] carrier in Iowa has suicided be- 
cause -he could not understand the workings of 
the parcel post. Many people, including express 
company heads, will sympathize with his mel- 
ancholy bewilderment. -

AN UNWISE PRIMARY BILL 

However desirable the features of the Jamison 
municipal primary bill reforming the city commit- 
tees may be, it is unwise to insert them in 
an emergency measure designed to safeguard the 
approaching municipal primaries from boss con- 
trol and fraud? The introduction of the bill 
would be the signal for a fight by all the City 
Committeemen and their political allies and friends. 
The squabble over its committee clauses might 
easily cause a delay which would defeat the ob- 
ject of the bill and the purposes of all those 
who demand a fair municipal primary law for 
the city elections. 

We want immediate adequate legislation to 
assure fair primaries, not @ scrap among poli- 
ticians. A simple, direct bill, dealing only with 
vital points, should be substituted for the Jamison 
bill. The reform of committees can be handled 
later.

I do not think 
this will stop the accidents, as anyone, regardless 
of capability, {s allowed to run an automobile in 
St. Louls. The’“owner is not even required to 
register as a chauffeur and anyone who cares to 
can fill out a blank, give a notary 50 cents, send 
the Secretary of State $1.50, and he ts a “licensed 
chauffeur.” To change this would mean a4- 
ditional legislation, which we should have. I 
think our city could and should have an examin- 
ing board, which would examine and license every- 
one driving an automobile, owner and driver alike. 
Ninety-nine out of 100 accidents are caused by 
incompetent drivers, mostly owners and their 
sons. I have been driving an automobile in St. 
Louis over five years, and I have yet the first 
time to be asked to show my license badge.

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HEATING OF THE FUTURE.

The possibilities of manufactured gas 
as a fuel are ordinarily considered small, 
with the rates that prevail in American 
cities. In St. Louis a company is now 
advertising a rate of 50 cents per 1000 
cubic feet for all gas over and above 
the first 10,000 cubic feet each month, 
for which a charge of 80 cents per 1000 
cubic feet is made. 

It has been figured that with gas at $1 
per 1000 cubic feet the heat equivalent is 
to be found in hard coal at about $12 a 
ton. The St. Louis company warng pa- 
trons that “‘the cost of gas as a fuel will 
be somewhat in excess of hard coal at 
$8 per ton.” But it emphasizes the ad- 
vantages and monetary saving in gas 
because of the cost of janitor service, 
ash handling, cleanliness and control 
of the heat. 

Perhaps in time the burning of coal 
under boilers and furnaces in city dwell- 
ings will be generally abandoned; a cen- 
tral plant will supply the heat-producing 
means, whether gas, electricity or some 
other form of utilizable energy. If that 
change comes it will mean much in the 
way of abolishing the smoke nuisance 
as well as possibly of economy in the 
heating of residences. 





DECREASE IN LYNCHINGS. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

It is a satisfaction to learn that lynch- 
ings have decreased steadily from 100 
in 1908 to 64 last year. Persons who re- 
gard lynching with indulgence because 
they suppose it to be inspired by de- 
testation of an offense too shocking to 
be adequately punished by law will be 
astonished to learn that in 34 cases, 
more than half, the victim was accused 
of murder. There were accusations of 
assault and “insults to white women” in 
only 15 cases.

Get Rid of Bresnahan 
G han proved one of the cost- 
liest whims ever indulged by 


a baseball club. Roger was obtained 
from New York at a cost of four of 
the best players then with the Cardi- 
nals: Murray, Fromme, Karger and 
‘‘Bugs’’ Raymond. At the very lowest, 
these men were worth in the aggre- 
gate $40,000. 

When Bresnahan was released, in- 
stead of being sold or traded, the 
club sacrificed a sale price of at least 
$15,000, or the equivalent in players. 

In addition, to get rid of Roger and 
his contract. the club had to pay at 
least $11,500 to drop the ‘‘incubus’’ so 
many clubs have since sought. ' 

The grand total of this conservative 
estimate is $66,500—and it’s bedrock, 
too, 

In return for this concession the club 
wipes out a contract that could not 
have proved irksome, even with the 10 
per cent clause operating. For the 
greater Roger’s dividends from this 
source, the greater the club’s advance. 

The club has nothing to show for its 
act except a saving of say %5000 a 
year. In return it gets an inexpert- 
enced manager instead of a tried one, 
and weakens its team by the loss of 
one of the greatest catchers in the 
game.
